In regard to these visits to the 
“germ ” laboratory, Mr. Shepherd said: 

“In 1919, I was a patient of Dr. 
Oscar G. Olson, brother of Chief Jus- 
tice Harry Olson of the Chicago Munie- 
ipal court, who had an office in the 
Illinois laboratory, where I visited Dr. 
Olson for treatment. The records at 
the American hospital, Chicago, where 
I was sent by Dr. Olson, will show he 
diagnosed my ailment as amesbic in- 
fection. 

“While being treated at the hogpi- 
tal for the infection I also had my 
tonsils removed and underwent an 
operation for nasal trouble. 

“For several weeks after leaving 
the hospital I suffered from nose bleeds 
as an after effect of the operation and 
continued to visit Dr. Olson in his 
office at the laboratory. There I met 
Mr. Breiligan. I don’t recall ever hav- 
ing seen any blood tests made, nor do 
I remember ever having discussed 
typhoid germs with him. Once, while 
visiting my physician, I remember Mr. 
Breidigan showed me slides of tuber- 
eulosis germs, but I never have seen a 
typhoid germ in my lfe.” 


Too Many Social Affairs. 

The reai cause of young McClintock's 
death, Mr. Shepherd said he thought, 
was th3t the boy’s constitution was 
weakened by a continual round of late 
night rvcial affairs, coupled with 
strenuous hours at a Chicago business 
college. 

“William left ‘Dartmouth college to 
fit himself for the handling of his own 
affairs,” Mr. Shepherd said. ‘He was 
up and away from home eyery morning 
before 8 o’Clock, and. never got to bed 
before 1 o'clock, 2 o'clock, or 3 o'clock 
every night. It was a dance or a card 
party or something every night. 

“He and I slept in the same room. 
I used to humor him when he came 
to bed as early as 1 o’clook, and jok- 
ingly asked him if he had quarreled 
with his sweetheart.

NO HEMP STRETCHED 
IN ILLINOIS. 


Lawrence M. Hight, former minister, was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for murder and Mrs. 
Elsie Sweetin, the woman in his illicit sex affair 
and his accomplice in murder, was given thirty- 
five years by a jury in Mount Vernon, Ul. 

In effect Illinois has abolished capital punish- 
ment. Here in Cook county since Loeb and Leo- 
pold beat the rope thers have been two sentences 
of death. One was to a virtually friendless Negro 
highwayman. The other was to young Scott, who 
tried to gain clemency on a plea of guilty and 
failed and who was given a trial and a hanging 
verdict by a jury. In neither case was the de- 
fendant able to get any of the benefits of our ‘pre- 
vailing system of sentimentalism or miscarriage 
of justice and their fate is what happens only to 
negligible persons, and that only occasionally. 

Hight committed a crime containing about as 
much baseness and depravity as a human being 
could put into act. He seduced a woman, the 
mother of a family, entering her home in the cloth 
of the church, and then, to be freer in his relations 
with her, induced her to poison her husband while 
he poisoned his wire. 

-_Im the Loeb-Léopold case we had a murder with- 
out mitigating circumstances and Judge Caverily 
gave the murderers life. In the murders Hight 
committed or procured there were po mitigating 
circumstances and a jury gives life. 

Except that there were no mitigating conditions 
the two celebrated cases were entirely different, 
but they came to the same end. Loeb and Leopold 
were young. Hight was mature, at the time of life 
when a man’s reason is freed from the follies of 
youth and before senility has weakened him. 

Loeb and Leopold were Jews and wealthy. Hight 


was Nordic and in moderate circumstances. Loeb / 


and Leopold were atheists, scoffers of God, and in 
their opinion supermen. They wanted a thrill out 
of a perfect crime for which there was no other 
motive. Hight was a Christian minister. He 
wanted a woman whose character he already had 
ruined and he procured the death of a workman 
whose home he already had dishonored. 

Loeb and “Leopold had the advantages of great 
wealth. This got for them the services of the 
most noted, or notorious, if you prefer it, defender 
ef murderers in the United States, Clarence Dar- 
row, who has defended a hundred and lost none to 
the rope. Hight had an attorney concerning whom 
few people had heard anything, 

Loeb and Leopold pleaded guilty and took their 
chances with a plea of mitigation before a judge. 
Hight and Mrs. Sweetin confessed, but repudiated 
their confessions, pleaded not guilty, and took their 
chances with a jury. In the prosecution of Loeb 
and Leopold the wealth of the richest county in 
the state was back of the appropriations for the 
state's attorney. The prosecution spent a great 
deal of money. The Hight trial proceeded in the 
ordinary method of a downstate trial, with the 
prosecutor uncertain whether he ought to ask for 
the death of a man who had been a minister. 
Crowe in Cook county was determined to hang 
_ Loeb and Leopold if he could. 

In these two cases you have a comprehensive 
development of the working of criminai justice and 
it all comes out in the escape of known murderers 
‘from the extreme penalty which they want to 

escape and they are satisfied in escaping it.

States would have a war with Japan, and Japau 
would win. That startled his auditor, who asked , 
why. He said that Japan would fight the United 
States when it was enough superior in strength | 
to make victory certain. Whenever that moment 
arrived Japan would start war. The United States, 
on the other hand, no matter what its superiority 
might be at any time, never would seek an occa- 
sion to fight Japan. 

Japan could wait in security for a time when 
the American defense would be weak. The United | 
States in the meantime never would take advantage 
of any conditions favorable to it. The decision | 
svould be with Japan, a military nation with no, 


-| prejudices in its governing classes against war. 


Americans regard war as deplorable in all cases. 
It may be or seem necessary, but it is none the less 
te be deplored.. That is not the feeling of a mili- | 
tary people or of a people with military rulers. | 
They use war as a means of accomplishing « 
purpose, even when the war could be avoided if ' 
the purpose were abandoned. America has accom- 
plished purposes by war, but Americans cannot 
consider such progress logically. The decision | 
must be governed by other ideas, sentiments, and | 
conditions. The United States does not go to war 
saying that it would pay to win that war. 
Americans who speak frankly of the possibill 
ties in our relations with Japan are called danger- 
aus and provocative by their fellow countrymen. 
We realize that there is an element of provocation , 
in such discussion. It is probably unescapable. | 
Unfortunately, in a democracy it is virtually im- 
possible to obtain protective legislation without 
public discussion. 


Whatever one may believe of Japanese purposes, | 
we think it will be agreed that Gen. Judson was 
right in his idea that Japan will never attack the 
United States while it believes that America offers 
too tough a job. Also that he was right that. 
America, however strong, will never attack Japan. 
Therefore it seems apparent that a strong Amer- 
ica means peace and that a weak America may 
mean war. A strong America, in this particular, 
means a strong fleet. Therefore a strong American 
fleet means peace. In ideal conditions this coulj 
be obtained out of congressional! and administrative 
wisdom. There need not be any talk about it. 
Such conditions do nee exist in a democracy. 
There must be the usual! discussion and the usual 
opposition. It must be reasoned out. There prob- 
ably will be more clamor than reason. Proponents 
ofa ng navy will be calle@ war lovers, inciters 
and provokerg of war. They will be blamed for 
exciting Japan. 

There are people who believe that the way to 
avoid war is not to talk about it, not to concede 
its possibility, and not to prepare for any con- 
tingency. Lord Roberts in Great Britain, and later 
Northcliffe, who was won to support him, were 
damned for their pernicious activities in warning 
‘tke British people against the dangers of their | 


Lord Roberts saw what was coming, but his 
critics did not and they thought he was bringing 
it on. Probably what he said did affect Germany. 
Germany may have felt that Roberts might suc- | 
ceed in getting a British army. 

This play on emotions and opinions can hardly 
be avoided, but the question is whether a country 
shall be improperly defended because the 
of obtaining defenses causes comment in other 
countries. 

We are so convinced that peace lies in the 
adequacy of the American fleet that we believe it 
to be patriotic to ask for a strong navy and pro- 
test against an insufficient one. We know that a | 
navy respected by Japanese military intelligence | 
means peace, and peace is what we want. 

There is no good in war for either country. It. 
would not gain the Japanese entrance to California. | 
It might be worth their while if they could occupy 
and hold our Pacific coast, but that could not be 
done. They’may see advantages elsewhere; for 
example, Asiatic hegemony following upon ejecting 
us from the Philippines; but they wil) not see 
any advantages if their navy men ¢ell the govern- 
ment that the American fleet its too tough a nut

We are willing to grant Japan credit for all the 
good will its statesmen wish to profess. We 
simply do not want to trust the American future 
te that alone. Jack Dempsey in condition wil! not 
get into much trouble with quarrelsome citizens.

We are quite certain there will be no war if {t| 
waits for America to start it.

Of 
those who become infected, the great 
majority get well without ever knowing 
that they have heen infected. Of those 
who know they ‘are consumptive, the 
majority cause the disease to be arrested 
by the simple procedures of hygienic liv- 
ing. <A. fair proportion of those who ar- 
rest their disease never have a recur- 
rence. Many live for years in reason- 
ably good health. The new remedy must 
show that it cures as many as the open 
air and rest treatment cures. However, 
the present treatment of consumption is 
unsatisfactory and an improved one will 
be welcome.

The present treatment is expensive. To 
live resting without working, but in com- 
fort, for one to three years is exp nsive, 
regardless of who pays the bill. It is 
trying on one’s patience and courage. It 
takes the heart out of one’s life. And it 
often fails It is true that the consump- 
tive death rate is not one-half of what 
it used to be. Nevertheless, this dis- 
ease kills many thousands each year and 
thousands of others spend years as in- 
valids. 

The new remedy may not pan out. We 
should not be ip a hurry to accept it. 
Neither should we reject it without rea- 
son.

The establishment of a school of 
journalism became one of Mr. Pulit- 
zer’s consuming interests. “In found- 
ing the school of journalism at Colum- 
bia university, Mr. Pulitzer was moved 
by an impulse to educate newspaper 
writers and editors up to a standard of 
ideals,”’ Mr. Seitz remarks. He cher- 
ished the idea for twelve years before 
it was acted upon, and not until after 
his death was the school finally in 
operation. 

There were many critics of the 
school, but he had an apt answer for 
all objections, To the contention that 
a newspaper man must be born, not 
made, he replied: 

“ Perhaps the critics can name some 
great editor, born full winged like Mer- 
cury, the messenger of the gods. 
know none. The only position that 
occurs to me which a man in our re- 
public can successfully fill by the sim- 
ple fact of birth is that of an idiot. Is 
there any other position for which a 
man does not demand and receive 
training—training at home, training in 
schools and colleges, training by mas- 
ter craftemen, or training through bit- 
ter experience? Shakespeare's best 
play, ‘Hamlet,’ was not his first, but 
his nineteenth, written after growth 
and maturity, after hard work, the ex: 
perience, the exercise of faculties, and 
the accumulation of knowledge. As 
Shakespeare was a ‘born genius,’ why 
did he not write ‘Hamlet’ first?”

tificial sunlight "’ that has been devel- 
oped by scientific investigators. 

With poultry houses, kennels, and 
hog sheds equipped with lights that 
give off ultra-violet rays. it will “not be 
necessary to arrange breeding sched- 
ules so the crop of chicks, pups, and 
pigs will come in the spring, with a 
long summer of sunshine ahead to 
develop them. 

Through -the use of artificial lights 
that give off ultra-violet rays a few 
breeders of fine dogs are now able to 
keep their kennels going in winter as 
well as summer, doubling their output 
of puppies and greatly lowering their 
overhead expenses and increasing their 
profits.
